Guns Slathered With Butter 

The old' saying about having our cake and 
eating it too has taken on a new and deep signifi- 
cance. 

There is no doubt whatsoever that military 
spending is due for a big jump — perhaps much bigger 
than the President indicated in his budget message. 
And, along with this, there is considerable doubt 
whether non-defense spending will be materially re- 
duced . in any direction. 

Those who want the government' to everlastingly 
take on more and more responsibilities, at everlast- 
ingly increasing costs, are mobilizing now. A last 
ditch fight will be made to get maximum appropria- 
tions for welfare, grants to states, socialized power 
projects, greater farm subsidies, pork-barrels as usual, 
and all manner of handouts. 

If this fight is successful, the nation will face two 
choices. One is higher taxes on top of already stag- 
gering taxes. The other is deficit financing and a 
further cheapening of the dollar — that is, more in- 
flation. 

This isn't a question of whether we shall have 
guns or butter. It in a question of whether vast gobs 
of political butter wiH be slathered onto the guns.

Medicine in the Years Ahead 

As usual, all manner of prognostications have 
appeared with the new year. A significant one is 
found in the January 4 issue of the Journal of Ameri- 
can Medical Association. Written by Dr. Julian P. 
Price, a practicing physician and an AMA trustee, 
it forecasts some of the .changes .that will take place 
in medicine in the next 30 years. 

The tren.d toward specialization will continue, 
in Dr. Price's -view. There will be, an increase in 
group practices in clinics whichyare staffed and 
equipped to furnish complete ca*re for the ambula- 
tory patient. At the same time, a new type of gen- 
eral practitioner- will emerge to 'care for whose who 
want individual physicians for themselves and their 
families. His work will consist of internal medicine, 
pediatrics and psychiatry, with office procedures in 
orthopedics, gynecology and surgery. 

-The hospital building program will continue, 
with the emphasis on more hospitals in suburban 
areas and the smaller communities of the country. 
The large metropolitan hospitals will add special 
wings for the care of the convalescent, the chroni- 
cally ill, and the patient who needs rehabilitation. 

On, the scientific side of medicine, there will also 
V many chat»gcs. Due. to the increasing number 
of older people, degenerative diseases will, become of 
greater and greater concern to the physician. Most 
of the communicable diseases, tuberculosis included, 
Will probably be eradicated. Lukemia and certain 
types of cancer will be curable. Diabetes will be 
treated without injections. Various mental diseases 
will be controlled through drugs. There will be 
better understanding of all manner of physical 
plagues — arteriosclerosis, coronary disease, hyperten- 
sion, and so on. And electronics and atomic energy 
will be used extensively in the diagnosis and treat-

sional level— then we can talk merit 
on the basis of additional, income 
to, 'perhaps, 20 to 25 per cent of the 
general wage." 

An out-of-state school official, 
who had administered a merit pay 
plan for four years, replied; "Our 
career salary plan has been an in- 
centive for better teaching! and we 
are getting better results than 1 be- 
fore we adopted the plan." 

The reply which probably best 
summarizes the arguments favoring 
merit pay plans came from a Bar- 
ringtoh school administrator who 
declared. "There.is nothing more im- 
perfect than to pay"uncqua's equal 
salaries/" - 

Most school systems base teacher 
salaries on individual training and 
experience. It is apparent that? 
very few take into account other 
important factors such as superior 
teaching, dependencies and cost-of- 
living changes, the Chamber's study 
observes. 

From its analysis of successful 
merit plans, the State Chamber pin- 
pointed several common character- 
istics. For one, a majority of the 
plans are based on a set of prede- 
termined, criteria, established in co- 
operation with the teaching force, 
to identify outstanding teaching 
service. 

Criteria most frequently cite un- 
usual. -ability, to impart skills and 
knowledge, dependability, participa- 
tion in school and commUnity af- \ 
fairs, and a variety of personal I 
qualifications such as creativeness',. 1 
enthusiasm and professional' atti- ' 
tude. . | 

Secondly, adoption of a plan is 
accomplished only after careful con- 
sideration and agreement by a ma- 
jority of the teachers. Also, most

Lake County Farm Bureau 
Explains Stand on Proposed 
Forest Preserve District 



The board of—directors of Lake 
County Farm Bureau recently -voted 
to' support the formation of a For- 
est Preserve District in Lake coun- 
ty. 

Eric Anderson, president of the 
organization, was quick to point out 
that they recognize the dangers of 
improper administration' of such 
public projects/ The Farm Bureau 
decided to support this proposal on 
the strength of assurance by Emmett 
Mororiey, chairman of the. ' Lake 
County Board of Supervisors that 
the planning and administration of 
the Forest Preserve District would 
take place only as recommended by 
highly qualified conservation spe- 
cialists. 

The Farm Bureau was also, en- 
couraged by the statement of the in- 
tention of the Board of Supervisors 
to enable the For.est Preserve Dis- 
trict to acquire suitable tax delin- 
quent tracts through tax sale pro- 
ceedings. This would serve the 
multifold purpose of getting delin- 
quent taxes off the books and put- 
ting the property to good use, en- 
hancing rather than detracting from 
the attractiveness of the county. 

Acquiring property which isn't 
bearing, its tax responsibility also 
solves the problem of having to fore- 
go future tax income on lands set 
aside. 

The board members feel that with 
the rapid development of Lake 
county and its fast growing popu- 
lation there is a definite need for 
forest preserve tracts to be set aside 
in Lake county. 

The directors recognize that the 
attractiveness of Lake county has 
been due to its natural forest and 
water resources. They feel that 
some of this natural beauty can be 
maintained for future generations 
through the establishment of a for- 
est Preserve District in Lake county." 

Elbert Elsbury, Farm Bureau di- 
rector from Warren Township, 
stated that in the long time plan- 
ning for Lake County consideration 
must now be given to the establish- 
ment of a Forest Preserve District 
before it is too late.

. Teachers Salaries 



, CHICAGO — How do Illinois 
teacher salary scales stack up 
against those in other states? 

For the most part, the teaching 
profession in Illinois pays better 
than the national average. But there 
are soft spots; inconsistencies and 
unsolved problem* according to a 
survey released this week by the 
Illinois State Chamber of Commerce. 

Salary schedules are approximate- 
ly 25 per cent higher than they were 
in the 1953-54 school year, the sur- 
vey disclosed. Basis for the Cham- 
ber's report are data submitted by 
superintendents in 342 Illinois school 
districts and 243 districts in other 
states. 

From the educators' replies, it is 
evident that rhiich of the difficulty 
many schools are having in hiring 
capable teachers can be traced to 
unattractive salary programs. Small 
school districts especially are hin- 
dered by low pay scales. While they 
compete successfully with larger 
districts in ' the minimum salary 
range, the study reveals wide varia- 
tions in the top salary bracket. 

This is due, according to the 
Chamber's Education Department 
which compiled the report, to the 
narrow tax base in many of the 
small school districts. Insufficient 
revenue prevents these districts 
from supporting a salary program 
designed to attract and hold teach- 
ers. Solution to the problem lies 
partly in consolidating and reor- 
ganizing many of the small, ex- 
perisive-to-operate school districts 
said the Chamber. 

For Illinois, the study reveals a 
salary range from $3,200 to $6,750 
in small school districts and from 
$3,700 to $7,000 in large districts. 
Moreover, practically all salary 
schedules are established* in terms 
of experience and training.' Median 
salaries (middle salary in a ser- 
ies) in the various population 
groups paid to beginning teachers 
with a bachelor's degree range 
from $3,700 to $3,900; for begin- 
ning teachers with a master's de- 
gree, they range from $3,900 to 
$4,200. In other states, the range 
' is $3,600 to $3,800 for a bachelor's 
degree and $3,800 to $4,000 for a 
master's degree. 

Median maximum salaries paid 
to Illinois teachers having a bach- 
elor's degree range from $4,600 to 
$5,675; t6 teachers with a master's 
degree, the range is $5,100 to 
$6,200. In other states, the range 
is. $5,150 to $6,075 for a bachelor's 
degree and $5,500 to $6,400 for a 
master's dogree. 

The Chamber's report also re- 
veals that: 

It takes from 12 to 15 years for 
most teachers to reach top salary. 

Most schools provide extra pay- 
ments for athletic coaching and 
such additional duties as supervis- 
. ing school newspapers, dramatic 
productions, etc. 

Starting salaries are about the 
same in small and large school dis- 
tricts, but top salaries are much 
higher in the large districts. 

Despite improvements in teach- 
ers' salaries, the Chamber's study

ILLINOIS EGG LAW 

New regulations of the Illinois 
egg law do not require farmers to 
be licensed before selling 'eggs, ac- 
cording to the Illinois agricultural 
department. 

Director Stillman J. Stanard said 
there has been much confusion on 
this point because producers, don't 
fully understand the law. Farmers 
selling eggs produced on their 
farms are exempt from candling, 
labeling and licensing. 

In some cases, however, retailers 
don't want to assume the responsi- 
bility of candling and grading arid 
therefore prefer to do business only" 
with licensed dealers/ Thus, to pro- 
tect his' market, the farmer may 
desire to become licensed. Stanard 
cautioned farmers, however, tp be 
sure their facilities are adequate for 
them to operate as a licensee — 
which includes the maximum 60 de- 
gree provision after candling.
